that Americans are ahead 
"Sir Victor tjftrsley, the greatest sur- 


geon in Europe, told me when I visited 
him," said Dr. Hamlin, "that if I had 
come to see medical technique, it would 
have been better for me to have stayed 
at home. 
But they are ahead of us 
Americans-In the way of dJagnobls and 
bacteriology." 
Dr. Hamlin visited the lar^nt hos- 


pital In the world, located at Vienna, 
where h« saw the famous Dr. Lornes 
operating. 
The hospital contains 3600 


beds. 
Speaking 
of Dr, 
Lorens, Dr 


Hamlin said It is a mistaken notion that 
Dr. Lorens depends entlrly upon blood- 
less operations for the treatment am! 
reduction of physical deformities. It is 
the great surgeon's regular practive to 
inspect the cases brought in for sur- 
gical treatment and 
assign 
them for 


the bloodless or tne incision method 01 
reduction, according to his Judgment, 01 
which method is most promising of suc- 
cess. 
Dr. Hamlin 
preferred, 
however, to 


talk of his sight-seeing^ rather thsrt o' 
his professional experiences 
He wai 


greatly interested In his visit to Rome 
where everything seemed familiar and 
yet strange; new and yet old 
The Col 


Iseum, the Trojan column and the Fo 
rum greatly interested him, and he wa 
surprised to see these ruins of anclen 
Rome In such a high state of preserva 
tion, particularly the walls of the Col 
Iseum. 
The Romans who are, fts a 


whole, very supetstltious, hold the be- 
lief that so long as the walls of the Col- 
iseum stand Rome will survive, but that 
whenever they fall Rome will fall, and 
the end of the world will be at hand.

fllct by the twelve men was Impos- 
sible. 
The final ballot taken yesterday af- 
ternoon showed that seven of 
the 


members were for conviction and five 
for acquittal. This was the same di- 
vision a* existed on the first ballot ta- 
ken, 
Immediately 
after leaving the 


court-room on Friday night. Several 
limes these numbers were changed, 
l>ut the final test ballqts rcsslted In 
the figures given. 


DISMISSAL NOT EXPECTED. 


The five who voted for actiufttal did 


not deny that the bribery charge* ex- 
isted. Each of these Jurors, however, 
declined to say that Glass vras defi- 
nitely designated as the principal in 
the crime charged by the evidence. 
The discharge of the Jury was hardly 
«xpected. 
It had been assumed* that 
Judge Lawlor would keep tha men to- 
gether at least until Monday so that 
the last scene in this Interesting drama 
of graft would take place In the audi- 
torium of the Temple Israel. 
Judge Lawlor reached the temple at 


4 o'clock and went to the .main audi-

"Gentlemen of the Jury, have you ar- 


rived at a verdict?"' 
"We^ave not, your honor." 
"Are you divided on- questions of law,

Judge Lawlor then recl$ed to the 'jury 
a code section relating to their discharge,

OFTEN GIVE TROUBLE 


BERKELEY, July 29.—Duplicity on the 
part of "double stars" hi the firmament 
has been one of Professor W. J. Hucsey's 
troubles at the Lick Observatory, accord- 
Ing to a bulletin ,1ust issued by the uni- 
versity press. 
DV-. Hussey is one of the 


Detroit observatory staff at Ann Arbor, 
.Mich. 
He took many ehservations ofv 


double stars at the Lick Observatory last 
year. ' Describing.how double stars have 
fooled lilm and evinced apparent duplicity 
Dr. Hussey says in his bulletin: 


"So many different double stars are In- 


cluded In thlB catalogue that 1 may, per- 
haps, bo pardoned for calling attention lo 
an experience in connection with some of 
them. 
It was my custom to search for 


new pairs, and, whenever practicable, to 
make the flrst measures of them on the 
best nlglits. 
lii this way some pairs were 


found which could be seen double only 
under tlio most favorable circumstances. 
Some pairs have Riven me much trouble. 
It would sometimes happen that a star 
would be measured at the time of discov- 
ery and afterward be examined repeatedly 
on good nights without showing any indi- 
cation of duplicity. 


"This experience was so persistent for 


a few of the stars that It sometimes al- 
most seemed that the original observa- 
tions must be at fault. 
Such stars wore 


kept in mind and examined when nights 
of really excellent seeing came. 
Confi- 


dence was then generally restored, du- 
plicity became apparent, and measures 
were obtained again, often without partic- 
ular difficulty.

treasurer re/use to pay him his salary for 
the month of July. He bases his right to 
do this on a decision of the Supreme 
Court, which held in a Fresno case thnt a 
city justice cannot draw municipal funds 
when there is a police court.

The Haywood Verdict. 


v 


Tiie verdict of acquittal in the Haywood case will not fce corir 


clssivc in the minds of a great number of people, but it ;was cer- 
tainly justified by the roles of evidence. It is a principle embedded 
a* American and English law that a person accused of crime is 
catifted to the benefit of every reasonable doubt. It can Hardly be 
denied that tf ere is a reasonable doubt of Haywood's guilt. To 
send a man to the gallows on the strength of presumptions and 
inferences would be to reverse the theory of our criminal jurispru- 
dence. It would deprive an accused person of the presumption of 
innocence to y/hich the law expressly declares he is entitled. 


No credit could be given to Orchard's testimony taken by itself. 


It would be a monstrous perversion of justice to convict any one 
on the testimony of so abandoned and ruthless a criminal as Orchard 
confessed himself to be. Common sense joins with the law in re- 
jecting the evidence of a man who has led a life of crime for many 
years. The simple dental of an accused should outweigh the un- 
supported testimony of a man who has committed a score of mur- 
ders and who is guihy of arson, larceny, burglary, 
bigamy 
and 


forgery, and who, moreover, testifies visibly tinder fear or com- 
pulsion. 
It ih true the crimes testified to by Orchard were com- 


mitted, but Haywood's connection or guilty knowledge of them 
was not established. The charge fell to the ground because neither 
actual complicity nor guilty knowledge was clearly established. 
Hence the verdict was in strict accordance with law. Rightly con- 
strued it means that the State did not affirmitively prove Haywood 
guilty. The chain of evidence had several missing 
links which 


could only be supplied by presumptions and inferences unless full 
credence against rebutting evidence were given Orchard's testi- 
mony. 


It cannot be asserted that the defendant was not tried vigor- 


ously or that he was unduly floored in the court rulings and the 
selection of a jury. Both sides agree in saying Judge Wood was 
fair and impartial, adlhering strictly to the letter and spirit of the 
law throughout. His demeanor was not prejudicial to the defendant 
nor was his manner derogatory to the attorneys for the defense. He 
presided with such dignity and courtesy and balanced the scales of 
justice so nicely that he emerges from a long, heated and wearing 
trial, in which political feeling, passion and class prejudice were 
strenuously manifest, with the commendations of all concerned— 
defendant, attorneys, jury ami witnesses. His example is worthy 
of emulation. While the defense was able, skillful and brilliant, the 
prosecution %vas no less able and brilliant. Senator Borah and Mr. 
Hawley were excellent matches for Darrow and Richardson, and the 
local atmosphere was hostile to the defense. It cannot be said that 
any artificial circumstances interfered with the course of justice or 
hampered the prosecution. 
Therefore the verdict of acquittal must 


be accepted at its face, however much moral doubt it may leave.

Assessment of Property. 


On Saturday the Board of Supervisors closed its work as a 


County Board of Equalization. With a few minor exceptions, the 
Board sustained the County Assessor's figures, although in many 
instances material changes were made in them as compared with 
the figures of the assessment roll of last year. Indeed, the County 
Ecuahzers bore testimony to the fairness with whkh Assessor 
Dalton hadi done his work. 


Big raises in the assessed valuations of property throughout 


the county, particularly in the bay shore cities and their suburbs, 
were to be expected this year. The larg-e advance made in realty 
values within the past fifteen months justified 
a corresponding 


tncrease in the assessed valuation for taxable purposes. 
There 


ought not to have been a solitary kick from any source against the 
taxable increase, and the Supervisors showed good sense and sound 
judgment in turning down the kickers. 


In the past, low assessments have had a damaging influence on 


much of the realty in Oakland when sales were being negotiated. 
Prospective buyers have been influenced to a large degree by the 
figures in the county assessment rolls, which they invariably con- 
sulted. 
Moreover, the borrowing of money on really gilt-e<%ed 


property ha> been seriously handicapped by an undervaluation on 
the roll, for which the owner has been more responsible than the 
assessor. And usually an objector to a fair assessment is standing 
in the light of one who is foolishly depreciating the market value 
of his own property. 


In the light of the big increase which has taken place within 


the past twelvemonth in realty values, no one can justly complain 
of an increased assessment this year, for that is an official recog- 
nition of the fact that the advance in the market values of property 
is genuine and not fictitious. The average property-owner will 
cheerfully recognize this and pay his increased taxes with a sense 
pf satisfaction that he is, after all, the real gainer by that which has 
produced the increase.

the country in question, presuming that he may continue

repudiate the American claim* without fear of any demonstration 
ol armed force beHg made to compel a settlement. Ttie position 
taken by ths United States delegates to the peace conference- is 
against armedi force being used until after arbitration or any other 
fair means of settlement has been refused. In the event of such a 
refusal, the American delegates hold that the employment of force 
to collect a legitimate debt is justified, and Castro may ultimately 
jdtKorcr that to be the fact to his own confusion.

TX)NDON, July 29—William T. Stead, 


editor of the Review of Reviews, who 
has been conducting a publication at The 
Hague devoted to peace conference mat- 
ters, when Interviewed today on the prog- 
ress of the peace conference, delivered a 
serious indictment against the British 
delegates. He said: 


"Until lasi Saturday, when under the 


pressure of angry protests the British 
government Instructed its delegates to 
make a belated declaration of adhesion 
to the American plan of obligatory arbi- 
tration, the British delegation had done 
nothing fbr peace, nothing for arbitra- 
tion, nothing. In short, for anything the 
British people believed they had been 
sent to The Hague to do.

Civic Federation Thinks Certain 


Public Utility Plants Should 


Belong to thelcity. 


NEW YORK, July 29,—The teal report 


of the conclusions of the Committee on 
Investigation of the National Civic Fed- 
eration Commission on Public Ownership 
and Operation was given to the public to- 
day. 
This committee, of which Melville 


E. Ingalls, Chairman Board of Directors 
Big Four Railroad, is chairman, made a 
thorough investigation of municipal and 
private workings of gas, electric light, 
water and, street railway plants, both in 
the United States and England. 
It is 


worthy of not* that of th* rommltteemen 
all but one signed th* report. 
The com- 


mittee is unusually' representative, In 
character, being made up of representa- 
tives of business intetesta, labor leaders, 
college professors and journalists. 


COMMITTEE REPORT. 


The report made public today by Mr. 


Moffett, the secretary, says in part: 
"It Is difficult to .-give positive answers 


of universal application to the »[ucstlons 
arising as to the success or failure of mu- 
nicipal ownership as compared with pri- 
vate ownership. 
The local conditions af- 


fecting particular plants are in many 
ca«es so peculiar as to make a satisfactory 
comparison impossible, and it is very dif- 
ficult to estimate the allowance that 
should be made for these local conditions. 
For instance, in making deductions from 
the financial conditions of wheeling, as 
affected by its gas plant, as compared 
with those of Atlanta and Norfolk with 
their private plants, allowance must be 
made for the presence of natural gas In 
Wheeling. 
Again, In comparing the pub- 


lic water works of Syracuse with the pri- 
vate water works of Indianapolis from the 
point of view of the success or failure of 
municipal operation, geographical condi- 
tions must be taken Into consideration. 
The situation at Syracuse Is extremely 
favorable to the establishment of an effi- 
cient plant with comparatively little ef- 
fort on the part of lt» management. 
At 


Indianapolis the conditions are unfavor- 
able. 
In Syracuse the water flows to the 


city by gravity; In Indianapolis it must be 
pumped. 
So we might go through the 


various cities here ard abroad that have 
been visited and show that the results 
were affected favorably or unfavorably by 
special conditions applicable to each city. 


ONt-Y ONE COURSE. 


"We wish to emphasize the fact that 


the. public utilities studied are so con- 
stituted that it Is impossible for them 
to be regulated by competition. 
There- 


fore, they must be controlled and regu- 
lated by the government; or they must 
be left to do as they please; or they 
must be operated by the public. There 
is no other course 
None of us is m 
favor of leaving them to their own will, 
nnd the question is whether it is better 
to regulate or to operate. 
"There are no particular reasons why 


the financial results from private or pub- 
lic operation should be different if Ine 
conditions are the same. 
In each cast 


It is a question of the proper man In 
charge of the business nnd of local con- 
ditions. 
"We are of the opinion that a public 
utility which concerns the health of the 
citizens should not be left to individuals, 
where the temptation of profit might pro- 
duce disastrous results, and therefore it 
is our judgment that undertakings in 
which the sanitary motive largely enters 
should be operated by the public. 
"We have come to the conclusion thai 
municipal ownership of public utilities 
should not be extended to revenue-pro- 
ducing industries which do not Involve 
the public health, the public safety, pub- 
lic transportation or tho permanent oc- 
cupation of "public streets or grounds, 
and that municipal operation should not 
be undertaken solely for profit. 
^ 
"We are also of the opinion that -mi 
future grants to private companies for 
the construction and operation of public 
utilities should be 
terminable after n 
certain fixed period, and that meanwhile 
oitipa should have the tight to purchase 
the propertv for operation, lease or sale, 
paying Its fair value. 
"To carrj out these recommendation 


effectively and to protect the rights of 
the people, we recommend that the vari- 
ous states should gh e to their munici- 
palities the authority, upon popular vote 
under 
reasonable 
regulations, to built 
and operate public utilities, or to build 
and lease the same, or to take over 
works already constructed 
"In case the management of public 
utilities Is left with private companies, 
the public should retain In nil cases an 
Interest in the growth and profits of the 
future. 


SOME THINGS NECESSARY. 


"Our 
Investigations teach us that no 
municipal operation is likely to br highly 
successful that does not provide for— 
"First—An executive manager with ful 
responsibility, holding his position during 
good heha\ ior. 
"Second—Exclusion of political 
Influ- 
ence nnd personal favoritism from 
the 
management of the undertakings. 
"Third—gpparatlon of the finances ol 
the undertaking from those of the resl 
of the city. 
"Fourth—Exemption 
from 
the 
debl 
limit of the necessarv bond issues for 
revenue-producing utilities, which shal 
be a first charge upon the property anc 
re\enup9 of such undertaking. 
"We wish to bring to your considera- 
tion the danger in the United States of 
turning over these public utilities to the 
present government of some of our cities 
Some, we know, are well governed ant 
tho situation on the whole seems to be 
improving, but they are not up to the 
government of British cities. 
"It Is charged that the political activity 
of public service corporations 
has 
In 
manv instances been lesponslble for the 
unwillingness or Inability of American 
cltle* to secure n higher tvpe of public 
service. 
This charge we believe to be 
true. 
"In many cases In the United States 
the people have heedlessly given away 
their rights and reserved no sufficient 
power of control or regulation, ana we 
believe that corruption of public ser- 
vants has sprung. In large measure, from 
this condition of things." ,| 
The committee sums up'Jts more im- 
portant conclusions as follows: 
"Public utilities, whether in public or 
private hands, are best conducted under 
a system of legalized and regulated mo- 
nopoly. 
"Public utilities In which the sanitary 
motive largely enters should be operatet 
by tho public. 
onrpence[wdooKrelktiltieIn-2r 
"The success of municipal operation o. 
public utilities depends upon tho exist- 
ence in the city of a high capacity of mu- 
nicipal government. 
"Franchise grants to private corpora 
tions should be terminable after a fixed 
period and meanwhile subject to pur 
chase at a fair value. 
"Municipalities should have the power 
to enter the field of municipal ownership 
upon popular vote under reasonable reg- 
ulation. 
"Private companies operating public 
utilltiesAshould be subject to public regu- 
lation iTncl examination under a system 
of uniform records and accounts and o 
full publicity. 


On the general broad Subject of mu 
nlclpal'zation, the committee reports tha 
the general expediency of either private 
or public ownership is a question tha 
must be determined by each munlcipaHt' 
in the light of local condition*.
